and that we should not spend the $1 million which DD/I proposed earlier to run it. They 
believe that the United States Intelligence Board should tackle the Machine Translation 
Project on a community -wide basis, that we should probably turn to IBM for the hard- 
ware, but that the various research programs now bein^caroed on by the several 
universities should be kept alive. For example, the project is dealing with 

chemistry only, others are dealing with engineering, etc. As a result of this discussion 
I do not believe that CIA should go forward with the DD/I proposal or any other proposal 
until we have seen what the congressional committee which recently conducted hearings 
on this subject has to say. At the moment we do not have a proposal before us; however, 
if it comes up then John should be required to present the views of the Automatic Data 
Processing Committee and allow those who disagree with the majority view to present 
their dissent.
